Paula Jones Case Dropped 


Less than two months before a trial date, a federal judge Wednesday threw out 
Paula Jones’ sexual harassment lawsuit against President Bill Clinton, ruling that 
Jones had no “genuine issues” worthy of trial. 

The surprise decision is a big legal victory for Clinton, who wondered, when 
first informed of the news, if it was an April Fool’s joke. Jones’ representatives 
describe her as “very, very hurt,” and her legal team is considering an appeal. 
In a 40-page ruling, Judge Susan Webber Wright granted Clinton’s motion for 
summary judgment, saying Jones’ allegations “fall short” of what was required 
under the law to support the three counts against the president. 

“The plaintiff's allegations fall short of the rigorous standards for establishing 
a claim of outrage under Arkansas law and the court therefore grants the 
esident’s motion for summary judgment on this claim,” Wright wrote in her opinion. The suit alleged Clinton’s actions 
1ounted to sexual harassment, resulted in job discrimination against Jones and made her feel “emotional outrage.” Clinton 
nied any wrongdoing.

MAYNARD, Mass. (AP) - A restaurant owner who authorities say was having business trouble has been charged with 
arson and conspiracy in connection with a fire that burned several businesses, including his own. 

Geraldo Mirando of Maynard pleaded innocent the charges at his arraignment Thursday. A judge ordered $750 bail, 
but Mirando was held without bail on an unrelated assault charge. The Brazil native was also ordered to surrender 


his passport. 

Authorities said Mirando, owner of Sausalito's Mexican Restaurant, likely started the March 18 fire inside his 
restaurant so he could collect insurance money. 

Another suspect, Atides Silva Santos, apparently fled to his native Brazil before police could serve an arrest warrant 
on him. 

The five-alarm fire started just before midnight last Wednesday and burned out a Main Street building that contained 
several businesses. No one was injured. 

Two restaurants, a hair dresser and an art store were among the businesses that were destroyed.
